2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Nakatani JP 2003- 
074328 [translation] discloses the special technical feature of a plurality of collectors for 
collecting unclean substances included in exhaust gas (figure 3, objects 210 and 220), 
the collectors being respectively provided to exhaust paths, a plurality of differential 
pressure detecting means for detecting a differential pressure between upstream and 
downstream of each of the collectors (drawing 3, objects 121-124), and a flow rate 
estimating means for estimating an exhaust gas flow of each of the exhaust paths 
based on differential pressure information respectively obtained by the differential 
pressure detecting means (Detailed Description of the Invention paragraph 0043). 

3. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of 
their different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter; 
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(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 
different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing 
different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable 
to another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35
